The baked 
unripe fruit is a powerful astringent and is used in dysentery. Tin 
ripe ffuit, taken ever}/ morning, proves serviceable in dyspepsia and 
habitual costiveuess. A delicious sherbet, prepared from the ripe 
fruit, is also beneficial. The green fruit, cut into small parts and 
being dried in the sun, is preserved under the name Bel soota, a decoc- 
•lion of which is used as a drink for cases of fever and diarrhoea. A 
marmalod is sold in bazar and an extract of Bel, now prepared by 
some of«the European ckemisjs is good remedy for dysentery and 
diarrhoea.

The dried and powdered leaves are used in colic, and 
are also used as an anodyne in neuralgia ; in decoction it is used to 
kill cutanous vermin.

The dried leaves are smoked like tohaco to relief 
asthma immediately. Stramtnium cigers are sold by this name. 
The leaves are used l^e top-dressing in rheumatic swellings of the ^ 
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joints, and lumbago. The alcoholic extract of the seed will cure 
neuralgic pains.

The natives often use it in fever, dyspepsia, flatulence, 
and also in loss of appetite. Dr. Evers speaks highly of its action in 
dysentery, diarrhoea, and bronchial affections of children. Dr. 
Waring says that the fresh root is very useful in driving away fleas 
and insects. It is also useful in clearing the throat before singing.
